Light Cars Show 
Biggest Increase; 
Chevrolet Strong 


By JOHN C. WETMORE 


Phoenix, April 18.—Probabilities 
are that when February figures 
are all in they will show a sub- 
Stantial gain in all-around total 
volume over those of January. This 
forecast is based on new passen- 
ger-car registration reports from 
thirty-four important cities, which 
totaled 71,094, as against 53,022 for 
thirty-one cities in the opening 
month of 1929. It will be seen, 
however, from the accompanying 
table that the February percent- 
age increase over that month of 
the previous year dropped from 
64.8 in January to 33.5 per cent. 
in February. The “to date” gain 
in the first two months of 1929 
was 46.9 per cent. 

The truth, however, is that Feb- 
ruary gains in the aggregate were 
due to inordinate Ford increases 
over 1928, Ford sales in the opening 
months of last year having been in- 
consequential. Leaving Ford out of 
the calculation, the comparative to- 
tals of “other makes” in the four 
key cities were 17,788-18,726. or 948 
less than the 1928 February total 
Exclusive of Ford, New York sales 
of other makes showed a loss of 10 
per cent. and Chicago sales a de- 
crease of 20 per cent. 

February, in fact, looks very much 
to have been a good deal of a 
Chevrolet-Ford market. In the four 
key cities of New York, Los Angeles 
Detroit and Chicago this low-price 
pair accounted for 45.0 per cent. of 
total sales (14,314-31.747). Chevro- 
let's contribution to the increase was 
a 2.348 gain over January, as com- 
pared with a 221-loss for Ford. How 
conspicicus has been the pick-up ot 
Chevrolet on Ford may be judged

made some interesting remarks on the subject of our very 
generous national consumption of gasoline. He pointed out, 
to begin with, that the nearly fourteen billions of gallons 
of gas which were burned in the United States last year 
would make a lake five miles in diameter and four feet deep. 
Even if this lake were actual] instead of hypothetical, we 
doubt that there would be much casual boating on it, and the 
effect of a carelessly thrown cigarette staggers the imagina- 
tion, and there would certainly be such, the American care- 
lessness being what it is. 

Speaking of the possibilities of substituting motor fuels 
derived from other sources, Mr. MacCoull stated that the 
total output of all the molasses produced, turned into alcohol, 
would yield only one-twentieth the quantity of the gasoline 
consumed last year. All the soft coal mined, if it were 
coked, would give us only 1,400,000,000 gallons of benzol, 
which would cost us about 50 cents per gallon. 

Of course, better methods of extracting motor fuel from 
coal would probably largely increase the production of 
benzo] and would decrease the price. Further, we have our 
vast deposits of oil-bearing shale, which can be made to 
yield motor fuel. The shale now in sight bears more fuel 
than our total production of petroleum base fuels so far. 

Nevertheless it is a happy sign that better methods of 
handling and treating the crude petroleum have kept the 
price of motor fuel steady for many years, and the end of 
our petroleum supply is not yet in sight, despite the fact 
that it was predicted ten years ago that we would have 
come to the end in 1926.

S. A. E. Committee Reports 


Wheel Alignment Research 


A year ago the research com- 
mittee of the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers appointed a sub- 
committee to get in touch with 
tire makers and car manufactur- 
ers to obtain available informa- 
tion on the fundamentals affect- 
ing wheel alignment, 

A survey of the field showed a 
dearth of experimental data and a 
considerable difference of opinion 
on the causes, extent and effects of 
misalignment, according to J. M. 
Nickelsen, chairman. Hence the 
committee has undertaken to se- 
cure manufacturers’ specifications 
on camber. caster, king-pin inclina- 
tions and turning-radius; to check 
these specifications on the cars as 
they are purchased, and to follow 
up the variation in these factors 
with mileage, in the hope of deter- 
mining the effect of wheel align- 
ment on steering, road control and 
tire wear 

Early in the undertaking it was 
found necessary to investigate the 
various types of wheel-alignment 
measuring device with the idea of 
determining which instrument would 
best serve the purpose of this 
project. 

Co-operation was offered 
General Motors proving ground in 
securing data on new cars as pur- 
chased from the manufacturers and 
in recording the change in align- 
ment through service on the road 

In start ng to collect these data 
various manufacturers’ instruments 
were tried out in an attempt to get 
a device to read accurately with the 
minimum trouble of set-up, The 
nearest-to-level place was selected 
on a concrete floor, and all readings 
were taken at this place. The diffi- 
culty immediately encountered was 
that readings taken on a.car could 
not be checked within what was 
considered reasonable limits.

Methods of Taking Readings 


The car is first checked over care- 
fully to make sure that all condi- 
tions are normal. This includes fill- 
ing the gasoline tank and radiator. 
Spare tire and rim in plac¢, tires 
inflated to recommended pressures 
and spindle nuts taken up. The car 
is then placed on the large surface- 
plate, and each front wheel is 
mounted on two steel plates with a 
ball thrust-bearing between them 
The rear wheels are mounted on 
wood blocks of a height correspond- 
ing tm the steel plates under the 
front wheels. A_ vertical sliding 
trunnion is fasteneq to the center 
of the front axle to prevent side- 
ward motion of the car when the 
wheels are turned. A dial indica- 
tor is mounted on to the end of the 
spindle in such a way that it will 
contact with a tilting table which 
rests on the surface-plate. The fron! 
wheels are then turned back and 
forth and the tilting table adjusted 
until.all readings of the dial indi- 
cator are within 0.005 inches of each 


by the 


other. With the table so adjusted, 
readings can be made directly in 
degrees of the caster and king-pin 
angles. 

Before taking readings of toe-in 
or camber, the car is placed directly 
on the large surface-plate. For 
reading toe-in, a U-shaped gage is 
used, which rests on the surface- 
plate and projects up to approxi- 
mately the center line of the wheel. 
The gage is first placed under the 
car and the uprights placed against 
the tire and set at zero reading 
with the wheels pushed apart in 
front. The car is then rolled for- 
ward, the gage placed in front of 
the car with the uprights at the 
same places on the tires. and the 
wheels again pushed apart in front 
and the reading taken. 

An instrument which 
rectly in degrees was 
reading camber. This instrument 
is mounted on a_ pedestal which 
rests on the surface-plate and has 
two projecting arms which contact 
with the wheel felloe in a vertical 
plane. The instrument is so placed 
that the upper stationary arm con- 
tacts with the felloe direct The 
lower arm moves out and in, and 
with it a swinging pointer which 
indicates the camber in degrees 
when the arm comes in contact with 
the felloe. Two readings are taken 
with the wheel in 180-degree posi- 
tions, and a mean is taken so as 
to provide for any possible distor- 
tion.

Suitable Instruments Needed 

Some attempt has been made to 
measure turning radius The only 
instrument used thus far has been 
one that would give a reading when 
the outside wheel is in a twenty- 
degree position. As it was thought 
desirable to get more complete in- 
formation when investigating the 
turning radius. readings with this 
instrument have not been taken 

Consideration has been given 
getting information on tire wear 
the proving ground, but thus far 
nothing definite has been done on 
account of lack of suitable, con- 
venient means for recording the 
wear. A special tire-template will 
be tried out. 

The method of taking readings as 
outlined so far as we know, dif- 
ferent from that recommended by 
any of the manufacturers of wheel- 
aligning equipment However, few 
such manutacturers agree on ithe 
proper method of taking such data, 
which leaves no standard to follow 
While passing through the prelim- 
inary stage, it was thought advisable 
that all readings be taken with the 
car in as nearly as possible its nor- 
mal operating position. 

Engineering specifications were 
obtained from almost all of the ear 
manufacturers. Readings are taken 
of the car as_ purchased. 
should check the manufacturer's 
specifications. Additional readings 
are taken every 5.000 miles. 
these data are recorded for one car 
on a data sheet so that the com- 
plete record of one car can be read.
